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On  December  3,  OMI-CA  sub¬ 
mitted  a  proposal  to  the  Mayor’s 
office  requesting  funds  for  the 
OMI  community  from  the  $28.6 
million  Community  Development 
program. 

Recently  the  Community 
Development  staff  released  its 
preliminary  plan  for  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  these  funds.  OMI 
will  not  receive  one  cent  of  that 
monumental  amount! 

This  is  at  best  a  horrendous 
oversight  and  at  worst  a  gross 
injustice.

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Audrey  Shewl  is  an 
resident  who  lives  with  her 
children  on  Capitol  Avenue;  she 
is  presently  employed  as  a 
Deputy  Sheriff  in  the  Hall  of 
Justice. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  Janu¬ 
ary  15,  she  was  in  an  academy 
class  at  the  Hall;  during  a  break 
about  7:30  p.m.,  she  recieved  a 
call  from  a  friend  who  said,  “Now 
don't  get  excited;  your  boys  are 
fine;  but  this  man  just  fired  some 
shots  at  them.” 

Audrey  had  left  her 
Timothy,  13,  and  Durrell, 
the  St.  Emydius  gym 
instructions  to  go  right 
after  the  game  they 
watching. 

The  boys  had  left  the  gym 
about  7:00  p.m.  and  gone  up  the 
hill  to  Holloway  on  their  way 
home.  When  they  were  near  Jules 
Street,  on  Holloway,  a  man  with  a 
gun,  (who,  on  advice  of  counsel, 
shall  remain  nameless (  caught 
up  with  them  and  made  them  go 
back  to  his  house. 

There  was  some  broken  glass  in 
front  of  his  house.  Holding  the 
gun  on  them  he  ordered  the  boys 
to  go  to  his  garage,  get  a  broom 
and  clean  up  the  glass,  while  he 
stood  nearby  threatening  and 
insulting  them.  When  they  were 
finished,  he  fired  a  shot  between 
the  legs  of  one  of  them,  and  in 
front  of  the  other,  as  well  as 
several  shots  (perhaps  five)  into 
the  air.  “If  I  catch  you  niggers 
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By  VIRGINIA  NEFF 

OMI  around  here  again, 
them,  “I’ll  kill  you.” 

The  boys  ran  back  to  the 
playground,  since  St.  Emydius 
was  nearer  than  their  home  and 
Bud  Sewell,  playground  director, 
kept  the  boys  with  him  until 
police  arrived.  The  two  boys 
accompanied  the  police  to  their 
assailant’s  house,  where  he  was 
arrested  and  charged  with  as¬ 
sault  with  a  deadly  weapon. 

Audrey  came  home  immediate¬ 
ly,  talked  with  her  boys  and  took 
them  to  Ingleside  Police  Station. 
There  they  found  the  police 
officers  were  very  sympathetic 
—  to  the  boys’  assailant. 

"The  man  has  had  a  lot  of 
problems,”  they  explained.  “He’s 
been  having  trouble  with  his  girl 
friend,  his  house  has  been 
burglarized  twice;  he  seems  to 
have  something  against  black 
people.”  (Audrey  has  the  im¬ 
pression  this  man  moved  here 
only  recently;  this  area  is 
certainly  a  peculiar  choice  for  a 
man  with  “something  against 
black  people  ”) 

The  white  families  on  both 
sides  of  his  house  said  they  have 
had  a  lot  of  trouble  with  him 
firing  shots  in  his  back  yard. 

The  next  morning  an  inspector 
from  the  Juvenile  Department 
visited  Audrey  and  told  her  the 
man  was  released  on  bail  at  2:00 
a.m. 

Audrey  is  naturally  — 
concerned  and  wants  to  warn 
neighbors  to  keep  a  close  eye  on 
their  children.  It  looks  as  if  this 
might  be  one  of  those  many  cases 
where  no  preventive  action  is 
taken  until  a  tragedy  has 
occurred.

The  Board  of  Directors  has  begun  planning  a  great  program  in 
OMI-CA’s  tenth  anniversary  year.  Several  new  projects  have  been 
proposed  in  the  areas  of  education,  health  and  organization. 

Joe  Salinas  put  forward  a  1975  budget  reflecting  his  considerable 
expertise  in  that  area.  In  order  for  the  year  to  be  a  financial  success, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  substantial  new  funding.  Several  areas 
are  being  explored. 


Needs  of  Senior  Citizens 

By  SENATOR  GEORGE  R.  MOSCONE 

I  am  delighted  with  this  opportunity  to  share  ideas  and  issues  with 
the  people  of  the  Ocean  View-Merced  Heights-  Ingleside  neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

As  your  State  Senator,  I  have  discussed  the  activities  of  the  OMI 
Community  Association,  and  I  have  been  particularly  struck  by  the 
varied  problems  of  the  elderly  in  this  area.  Throughout  San 
Francisco,  and,  indeed,  the  State  of  California,  not  enough  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  plight  of  senior  citizens  and  the  uniqueness  of 
their  situation. 

I  am  aware  that  the  Health  Committee  of  OMI-CA  has  put  forth 
several  sound  proposals  which  would  greatly  aid  the  day-to-day  lives 
of  the  neighborhood’s  seniors.  Such  proposals  are  compatible  With 
my  political  and  social  philosophy  towards  citizens  in  general  and  the 
elderly  in  particular. 

In  past  years,  I  have  authored  legislation  which  Prevents  serious 
grant  cutbacks  to  the  aged,  blind  and  disabled;  Provides  tax  breaks 
for  widows  and  single  senior  citizens;  Provides  housing  assistance 
for  senior  citizens;  Establishes  a  preventive  and  comprehensive 
health  program ;  Reimburses  property  tax  to  those  over  65  who  are 
on  old-age  security  or  Medi-Cal. 

In  the  current  legislative  session,  with  the  help  of  a  Democratic 
Governor,  I  intend  to  submit  and  support  more  needed  legislation  to 
help  senior  citizens  and,  indeed,  all  Californians.  I  have  authored  SB 
17  which  will  provide  senior  citizens  with  meaningful  property  tax 
assistance.  For  example,  a  senior  is  entitled  to  100  percent  property 
tax  exemption  if  he  or  she  earns  $7500  or  less  and  if  he  or  she  lives  in 
a  house  assessed  at  $32,000  or  less.  This  legislation  will  affect  citizens 
62  and  older. 

Recently,  I  saw  a  summary  of  the  OMI-CA  Health  Committee 
meeting  at  which  several  proposals  were  made  in  behalf  of  the  area’s 
seniors.  I  am  totally  in  favor  of  these  programs  and  am  aware  of 
their  importance  in  the  lives  of  OMI  people. 

The  transportation,  health  and  feeding  parts  of  the  Committee’s 
plan  are  more  than  progressive  ideas:  they  are  basic  to  the  lives  of 
OMI  people  and  —  in  similar  neighborhoods  —  seniors  everywhere.  I 
offer  whatever  support  I  can  give  towards  implementing  these 
necessary  programs. 

To  broaden  the  scope  of  this  discussion  for  a  moment,  let  me 
emphasize  the  absolute  importance  of  neighborhood  groups  such  as 
OMI-CA  using  their  muscle  and  determination  to  secure  what  is 
needed  and  best  for  their  people.  We  public  officials  are  there  just  to 
help  and  ease  the  problems  of  the  people  we  represent.  We  can  never 
be  too  busy  or  aloof  to  pitch  in  with  citizens  and  action  groups  to 
improve  the  quality  of  life  in  San  Francisco.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to 
make  use  of  myself  and  my  staff  for  whatever  constructive  work  we 
can  do  for  you.

Dialogue 

with  Assembly  Speaker  Leo  T.  McCarthy 

Are  you  entitled  to  $90  a  week?  You  may  be,  without  knowing  it. 

Any  worker  who  earned  at  least  $750  in  the  last  52  weeks  may  be 
eligible  for  special  unemployment  assistance. 

The  new  emergency  benefits  were  recently  made  available  as  a 
result  of  two  measures  signed  into  law  by  President  Ford.  They 
increase  benefits  for  workers  already  covered  and,  for  the  first  time, 
provide  coverage  for  those  previously  ineligible.  Federal  funds  wili 
be  provided  for  those  eligible  until  March  31,  1976. 

Since  the  unemployment  rate  continues  to  increase,  it  is  important 
for  all  workers  to  understand  the  new  changes  in  the  compensation 
laws: 

Many  jobless  workers  could  easily  miss  extra  benefits  due  them 
because  they  are  unaware  that  they  are  eligible. 

One  of  the  Federal  bills,  the  Emergency  Unemployment 
Compensation  Act,  provides  up  to  13  weeks  of  additional 
unemployment  insurance  payments,  making  a  possible  maximum  of 
52  weeks  of  payments. 

The  other  bill,  the  Emergency  Jobs  and  Unemployment  Assistance 
Act,  provides  benefit  payments  up  to  26  weeks  to  unemployed 
workers  who  were  not  eligible  for  unemployment  insurance  under 
any  state  or  Federal  program. 

To  determine  whether  you  are  eligible  for  extra  unemployment 
benefits  contact  the  Employment  Development  Department  located 
at  524  Third  Street,  and  this  should  be  done  without  delay.  You  may

Parents  may  not  be 
aware  that  they  can  seek  school 
transfers  so  that  their  youngsters 
can  attend  classes  in  schools  with 
after -school  care  centers.

SPECIAL  UNEMPLOYMENT 
ASSISTANCE 

Unemployed  Bay  Area  resi¬ 
dents  who  may  be  eligible  for  the 
new  emergency  unemployment 
program  should  file  a  claim. 

The  new  law  provides  for  two 
separate  programs.  One  is  for 
regular  claimants  who  have  used 
up  all  their  normal  and  extended 
benefits.  Another  is  for  those 
whose  earnings  are  not  presently 
covered  under  California  Un¬ 
employment  Insurance  Lgw  — 
principally  agricultrual,  domes¬ 
tic  and  state  and  local  govern¬ 
ment  workers.

UPSWING  is  a  program  de¬ 
signed  to  help  first  grade  children 
who  are  having  learning  diffi¬ 
culties.  Learning  difficulties  can 
be  experienced  by  children  whose 
educational  capability  ranges 
from  the  educationally  handi¬ 
capped  to  the  very  gifted.  Early 
identification  of  these  children  is 
the  key!  We  often  see  upper 
grade  students  who  have  reached 
their  level  of  frustration:  child¬ 
ren  know  when  they  have  not 
mastered  basic  skills,  particu¬ 
larly  in  Reading  and  Math.  Self- 
image  deteriorates,  the  child 
becomes  frustrated  and,  as  he 
progresses,  his  situation  becomes 
aggravated.  UPSWING  is  de¬ 
signed  to  help  prevent  this 
situation!  After  a  child  having  a 
learning  difficulty  is  identified 
through  teacher  observation  and- 
or  by  possible  early  testing,  the 
child  is  referred  to  the  school 
counselor. 

In  the  meantime,  the  San 
Francisco  Education  Auxiliary 
recruits  volunteers  city  wide  to 
work  in  this  program.  Volunteers 
are  interviewed  and  have  the 
choice  of  working  in  any  of  10  San 
Francisco  public  schools.  After 
assignment  to  a  school,  and  an 
orientation  meeting,  volunteers 
have  the  opportunity  to  observe 
possible  UPSWING  children  and 
to  choose  the  student  with  whom 
they  would  like  to  work.  Another 
unique  feature  in  this  project  is 
that  there  is  one  hour  set  aside 
each  week  when  all  UPSWING 
volunteers  meet  together  with 
their  school  counselor,  and  at 
some  meetings  with  “guest” 
educators  from  the  District. 
Volunteers  are  made  aware  of

Pictured  here  is  the  original,  or 
“core,”  building  of  the  San 
Miguel  School  on  Seneca  just  off 
San  Jose.  Facing  south,  it  can 
fairly  be  called  a  gracious 
building  of  the  Spanish  Mission 
type.  Its  halls  are  wide,  its  rooms 
are  large;  it  has  amenities  that 
are  not  found  in  the  newer  (1952) 
buildings  which  flank  it  on  either 
side.  Constructed  in  1929,  it  is  a 
building  that  couldn’t  be  built 
today  under  public  funds  and 
probably  never  will  be  again. 
“They  don’t  make  them  like  that 
any  more.”  It  is  a  school  building 
with  happy  memories  for  many 
people,  including  some  of  the 
parents  of  present  students,  who 
attended  San  Miguel  themselves. 

More  important  than  its  beauty 
and  conveniences  is  the  fact  that 
it  is  indeed  the  heart  of  the 
school.  The  newer  buildings  were 
built  to  serve  as  annexes;  and 
they  do  not  contain  the  type  of 
service  rooms  that  are  in  the 
core:  library,  nurse’s  station, 
teachers’  lunchroom,  book  room, 
teachers’  prep  room,  supply 
room,  kiln  room  —  and  bath¬ 
rooms  that  serve  many  more 
children  than  the  other  buildings. 
Surprisingly,  considering  its  age, 
it  even  has  tiny  toilets  for  tiny 
people  in  the  kindergarten  rooms. 
And  —  a  crucial  point  —  the 
heating  plan  for  this  building  also 
serves  the  cafeteria  and  audi¬ 
torium  in  the  buildings  on  the 
west. 

It  is  possible  that  this  core 
building  fnay  be  demolished.  In 
that  event  the  School  District 
would  have  to  spend  at  least 
$50,000  for  demolition  and  to  build 
retaining  walls  for  yards  on  three 
levels,  construct  permanent

overhead  protection  from 
weather,  and  enclose  or  move  the 
heating  system. 

The  building,  however,  has 
been  scheduled  for  reconstruc¬ 
tion  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$293,000  —  certainly  a  bargain  as 
compared  to  $50,000  for  destruc¬ 
tion  and  the  attempt  to  tie 
together  the  two  small  buildings 
on  either  side  of  a  barren  yard. 

The  problems  involved  in  the 
Field  Act  reconstruction  pro¬ 
gram  are  two  for  San  Miguel: 

First,  under  the  present  set-up 
the  core  building  will  be  “moth¬ 
balled”  —  closed  down  —  until 
reconstruction  starts.  The  child¬ 
ren  can  be  squeezed  into  the  two 
annex  buildings ;  plans  have  been 
made.  But  the  neighborhood  may 
wait  a  long  time  for  its  turn  at 
reconstruction.  Interested  pa¬ 
rents  and  staff  fell  they  should 
have  a  high  priority  because  of. 
the  school’s  unique  situation, 
including  the  fact  that  it  is  the 
only  complex  in  the  city  with  an 
elementary  school,  junior  high 
(Denman)  and  high  school  (Bal¬ 
boa)  in  a  cluster. 

Closing  one-building  schools 
will  not  cause  the  same  problems, 
sinoe  the  children  will  be  sent  off 
to  other  schools.  And  that  brings 
us  to  the  second  horn  of  the 
dilemma : 

If  the  core  building  is  moth¬ 
balled  —  consider  rainy  days. 
Instead  of  being  walked  through

the  central  building,  the  children 
will  have  to  cross  a  full  block  (304 
feet)  of  concrete  to  reach  the 
cafeteria.  (Actually  being  in  the 
rain  wouldn’t  be  a  novelty,  as  in 
one  of  the  “new”  buildings,  rain 
falls  not  only  into  a  hallway  on 
the  top  floor  but  onto  the  hallway 
below  THAT.) 

The  parents  and  staff  feel  that 
the  core  building  could  be  safely 
used  during  1975-76,  and  possibly 
1976-77,  for  a  variety  of  pro¬ 
grams,  which  would  not  require 
children  to  be  in  the  building.  For 
example,  library  activities  could 
be  carried  on  by  the  librarian  and 
teachers.  Office  space  could  be 
provided  for  Zone  V ;  parent 
involvment  workshops  and  com¬ 
munity  meeting  room  could  be 
operated.  The  teachers  could  use 
their  lunchroom;  the  social 
worker  could  meet  with  or  tele¬ 
phone  parents.  Federal  and  state 
funded  adults  would  use  the 
building  for  offices,  storage  of 
materials,  etc.  Children  would  be 
there  only  as  they  walked 
through. 

The  San  Miguel  fans  hope  to  be 
on  the  agenda  of  the  School  Board 
Meeting  on  February  4.  However, 
it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  check 
by  calling  the  School  Board 
office:  863-4680,  ext.  450  if  you 
plan  to  attend  the  hearing. 
Keeping  good  schools  in  the 
OMI-CA  area  is  important  if  we 
want  to  draw  and  keep  families 
here.

Catholic  Schools  Week  at  St.  Michael’s

February  2-8  is  Catholic 
Schools  Week.  Parents,  students 
and  teachers  across  the  country 
are  taking  some  time  to  evaluate 
the  role  of  Catholic  education 
today. 

At  St.  Michael’s  School,  the 
children  are  describing  their 
feelings  about  their  school  in 
poems,  essays  and  art  work  that 
will  all  be  on  display  on  Parents’ 
Night,  February  12  at  8:00  p.m. 
Sam  Skinner  of  KDIA  radio  and 
television  program  “Black  Ren¬ 
aissance”  will  speak  on  Catholic 
education  from  the  parents’  point 
of  view.  All  St.  Michael’s  parents 
are  urged  to  come. 

“Smart  Isn’t  Enough” 

At  St.  Michael’s  I  talked  with 
the  principal,  Sr.  Edna  and  with 
three  teachers,  Miss  Chris  Hay¬ 
ward,  Mr.  George  Brown  and 
Mrs.  Yvonne  Artigues. 

Sr.  Enda  described  the  chang¬ 
ing  role  of  Catholic  education.  In 
the  old  days,  Catholic  schools 
played  a  prominent  role  in 
helping  new  immigrants  adapt  to 
a  new  country,  and  in  preserving 
their  faith  in  a  different  and 
sometimes  hostile  society. 

In  recent  years,  though,  many 
have  questioned  the  need  for 
separate  Catholic  education.  One- 
much  disputed  study  claimed  to 
show  that  a  Catholic  education 
had  no  greater  beneficial  effect 
on  students’  character  or  their 
likelihood  of  remaining  in  the 
church  than  did  the  public 
schools. 


Clearly,  though,  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  parents,  students  and 
teachers  see  a  difference  and  feel 
it  is  important.  “Different  Where 
It  Counts”  is  the  theme  of 
Catholic  Schools  Week  and  eighth 
grade  students  in  Miss  Hay¬ 
ward’s  class  decided  “Smart 
Isn’t  Enough”  also  expressed  the 
idea  well. 

What  distinguishes  Catholic 
schools  from  public  schools  is  not 
only  the  religious  aspect  of  the 
Catholic  schools,  nor  the  empha¬ 
sis  on  individual  development 
which  is  fundamental  to  educa¬ 
tional  theory  today,  but  the 
emphasis  on  moral  development. 
Everyone  I  spoke  to  felt  strongly 
that  a  child’s  moral  growth 
should  parallel  his  academic 
development,  that  a  teacher  has 
not  only  the  right  but  the 
obligation  to  impart  moral 
values,  and  that  this  can  best  be 
accomplished  in  a  Christian 
atmosphere. 

An  important  reason  for  the 
continuation  of  Catholic  educa¬ 
tion,  according  to  Sr.  Enda,  is  to 
give  parents  an  opportunity  to 
choose  a  specifically  Christian 
education  for  their  children. 

Beyond  this-,  St.  Michael’s 
Church  and  School  have  been  a 
part  of  the  Ocean  View  com¬ 
munity  for  many  years  and  have 
served  it  well  through  many 
community  oriented  programs. 
Though  the  role  of  the  Catholic 
school  may  be  changing  it  is  as 
important  a  part  of  the  com¬ 
munity  as  ever.
